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IDRYDOCK PACT 
OF DIRECTORS OF 
PORT APPROVED 


Governor's Council Puts Its In- 
dorsement on the Agreement 


Reached by Board and Lines 


Approval of the eontract made between 
the directors of the port and the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Company, the 
Cunard Steamship Company and _ the 
Hamburg-American line for the use of 
the proposed dry dock in Boston harbor 
and dock fees was given by the executive 
council at its meeting today. 

By this contract the directors bind them- 
selves to do all in their power te obtain 
the assistance of the government for the 
deepening an. widening of the approaches 
to Boston harbor, for the establishment 
of lighthouses, deepening. of the main 
ship channel in Boston harbor to a uni- 
form depth of 40 feet at mean low water 
and for the widening of the channel to 
1200 feet. 

The directors agree to construct a 
drydock for the l!argest-sized vessels. 
They agree to operate the drydock. The 
steamship lines are to pay for repairs. 
The steamship lines agree to-pay a min- 
imum annual dock due of $50,000 for a 
period of 20 years in six-months pay- 
ments.

portation affairs featured the sessions 
of the National Association of Railway 
commissioners here today.

Secludes Himself in Private Office to Prepare Uni! 
States Policy Which He Believes Will Promptly Be 
Concurred in by All Europe and Japan 


WASHINGTON—Secluded in his priv- 
ate office in the White House, President 
Wilson today worked for considerable 


‘time on what promises to be the most 


important state document issued by this 
government in the last decade. It is to 
be an open declaration to the nations. of 
the world of what they can expect from 
the United States in Mexico. With all 
of the papers prepared by the state de- 
partment at his disposal, including the 
general summary of Secretary Bryan and 
the legal summary of Counselor John 
Bassett Moore, the President was mak- 
ing up his mind how to end the situation 
south of the Rio Grande. 

He has promised the various foreign 
governmengs that a definite policy will 
be enunciated. In making this promise 
he made it clear to at least three of 
them—England, Germany and France— 
that the United States would resent any 
outside interference with its program. 
When Secretary of State Bryan last 
night quietly stated that the three na- 
tions mentioned had agreed to defer all 
action by them in Mexico pending a 
declaration of policy by this government 
he told only a portion of the facts. It 
developed today that they did so only 
after their foreign ministers had been 
officially notified that the Mexican pro- 
blem was essentially one for this govern- 
ment to take the lead in settling. 

“The notice was emphatic. It was not 
in any way bellicose.. But there was no 
mistaking the language. And the fact

ATHENS, Greece — Athens is busily 
discussing the probabilities of a third 
Galkan war. There is no panic, little 
excitement and a well founded conviction 
>that though a new era of strife would 
be deplorable in every respect, and would 
subject the country to a further finan- 
cial strain which it can ill afford, the 
result of a war with Turkey cannot be 
vther than favorable for Greece. 

It must not be thought that the Hel- 
lenecs are anxious to rush into conflict 
with the Turks. Far from it. There 
was during the war of the allies, a cer- 
tain moral if not political rapprochement 
with the Ottoman empire which the ma- 


jority of the Greek population welcomed | it is almost impossible to think that 
With scarcely disguised enthusiasm, but | the Ottoman commissariat would be able 


the vital nature of the interests now at 
stake is fully realized and there is evi- 
dent an unmistakable determination to 
safeguard the interests of Hellas. 

‘The action of the Porte in despatching | 
an Armenian gentleman to Athens as its 
representative does not inspire confidence. 
Jt may safely be presumed that he is in- 
btructed eve by his own sponsors, and 
those who believe that the object of the 
Turks is once more to dilly-dally and 
procrastinate will probably not be called 
upon to admit any error of judgment. 
On the other hand, the Greek cabinet 18 
not prepared to countenance any undue 
delav. 

For the first time in modern history 
the Greeks are in a position to show their 
teeth to the Turks, and they may be ex- 
pected to bring negotiations to a head 
With reasonable rapidity. Did the issues 
at stake merely comprise the questions 
of the vakoufs (religious funds) and the 
nationalities. these is no reason to think 
that these matters would be found sus- 
ceptible to discussion, but behind such 
comparatively unimportant differences 
looms the grave question of the Aegean 
islands, 

The possession of the islands has been, 
of course, settled by the great powers, 
but unfortunately the European cabinets 
have hitherto found themselves incapable 
of enforcing respect for their decisions 

and have been content to play the part 
of inanimate spectators while their own 
treaty of London was torn to shreds and 
cattered to the Balkan winds. This 
done, the Turks no longer wish to respect

At least two states have made it clear 
that Grecce must now work out her own’| 
talvation, and friendly powers have re- 
uretfully declared that inharmony 
reigns in the concert of Europe. Herein 
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lies the seriousness of the situation. 
News, public and private, shows con- 
clusively that the Turks, elated by their 
easy triumph over Bulgaria, consider 
themselves capable of adopting similar 
tactics vis-a-vis Greece. 

It may be hoped that the powers now 
realize the folly of this new method of 
fiddling while Rome is burning and that 
they will, even at this late hour, combine 
to insist upon some little respect being 
shown for their decisions. 

If, however, they fail to do so, and if 
the Turks, carried away by their blood- 
less and easy victory over a state at once 
powerless to move hand or foot in its 
own defense, and discredited in the eyes 
of the world at large, think that they 
ean menace Greece into subjection, they 
have yet to find that they are confront- 
ed with a proposition of an entirely dif- 
ferent nature.

Greece, therefore, while eating the 
continuance of the crisis, and while suf- 
fering more or less acutely from the 
severe financial strain imposed by the 
continued mobilization of her army and 
navy, can look forward to the future 
With a certain. degree of equanimity. 
conscious in her ability to safeguard her 
national honor and to preserve, as part 
of the new Hellas, those territories which 
have fallen to the prowess of her vic- 
torious army.

| JAPANESE FIND

TOKIO, Japan—The Japanese news- 
papers are giving much prominence to 
the discussion of affairs of the Japan 
Steel Foundry at Muroran in Hokaido, 
especially as Vice-Admiral Yamanouchi 
is resigning from the presidency of the 
company. 

The company was formed two or three 
years ago and comprised an amalgama- 
tion of the British firms of Vickers Sons 
and Mexim, and Armstrong and Com- 
pany, with. the Hokaido Colliery and 
Steamship Company. 

It was expected that the company 
would benetit considerably by the ex- 
pansion of the Japanese navy which was 
contemplated at that time, but this 
project was abandoned and the compny, 
though well equipped, did not find 
enough to make ends meet, 

But to make matters worse from the 
Japanese point of view the British firms 
concerned competed With the company 
in Japan and thus added to its difficul- 
ties. When the contract was drawn up 
there was no proviso inserted restricting 
the British firms from competing with 
the Japanese company, and the latter is 
beginning to realize now that it was not 
as eareful as it might have been. 

Whether the British firms will be in- 
duced to retire from competing in Japan 
and leave the company a clear field is a 
+question which cannot be answered very 
readily. However, representatives of 
'these companies are. coming to Japan to 
discuss the situation.

SPLIT OVER VETO POWER PLAN 


STRIKE STATISTICS 
IN FRENCH LABOR 
TROUBLES TOLD 


* (Special to the Monitor) 
PARIS, France—The § strikes 
took place in France last year formed 
the subject of a long: report issued by 
the minister of labor. 

Though 1912 was -quiet when com- 
pared with the previous year, ]116 strikes 
were declared in which 267,627 strikers 
and 6656 factories were involved. The 
number of days lost in 1912 amounted 
to 2,318,459, whereas in 1911 stoppage of 
work occurred for over 4,000,000- days. 

As to the result of the 1912 strikes the 
report shows that 183, in which 18,130 
workers Were engaged, were successful; 
882, affecting 71,406 men, ended in com- 
promise, whereas 179,091 men gained 
nothing by their demands. 


The report further says that of the 
1116 strikes more than half were due to 
demands for increased pay; 309 were due 
to differences arising from the dismal or

acter, it shall be possible for not 
less than five branches and five afh- 
liated societies to exercise a power of 
veto on their adoption by the national 
council, the veto to mean that they 
may be discussed but not voted upon. 
Notice of the exercise of this power 
must be given not less than one month 
before the meeting of the national 
council.” 

In speaking to the motion Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward declared that with the ex- | 
ception of the resolutions favoring | 
woman suffrage she had always been in 
accord with the resolutions carried by 
the council, but that she earnestly de- 
sired that resolutions dealing with sub- 
jects of a highly controversial character 
on which opinion was markedly and 
strongly divided might. be prevented 
from being put to the vote by the use 
of the veto. The amendment on beirg 
put to the vote was lost by a large 
majority. 

The dissentients have issued a inani- 
festo asking those who are o/ their 
opinion to maintain a common meeting 
ground for women workers, which, owing 
to the defeat of their amendment, they 
consider the national union has ceased 
to be. The manifesto recalls the fact 
that in November last an extraordinary 
meeting was held by the union at which 
a two thirds majority vote was passed, 
calling upon the party leaders in the 
House of Commons to support the in- 
clusion of woman suffrage in the fran- 


chise and registration bill. 
This action was the subject of protest 


on the part of members of the union 
who declared that the passing of resolu- 
tions on highly contentious subjects 
would destroy the union’s work and. in- 
fluence. The protesters had, however, 
postponed the public dectaration of their 
views until the October following, when 
the discussion on the constitution of the 
union was fixed to take place at the 
annual meeting at Hull. 

The manifesto concluded by stating 
that it was proposed to strengthen the 
protest movement and give if possible 
a new center to svc jal _work,

white with a round cooky cutter as soon 


as the egg is cold. 


The making of the aspic jelly does 


not entail the work it formerly did, as 
the many canned and condensed beef 
stocks can be used, with the addition of 
extra seasonings and gelatine, A thin 
layer of the liquid jelly should be poured 
into a shallow enamel pan large enough 
to hold the necessary number of cold 
poached éggs. When the jelly begins to 
harden lay the niccly trimmed eggs at 
regular intervals, flat side down. 

Pour a little of the liquid jelly over 
the surface of the eggs and arrange a 
circle of alternate capers and dots of 
pickled beef. Have four small triangles 
of cold tongue or thinly shaved lean 
ham placed at the outer edge, pointing 
toward the yolk. Make the decoration 
as highly colored as possible, choosing 
green peppers, 
make a good showing through the cover- 
ing of aspic. Pour on tle remaining 
liquid jelly and cool thoroughly. 

Have ready either cases of paper or 
shells of plain pastry. Cut out the 
jellied eggs, using a cutter of a size to 
correspond With the case. Remove the 
eges with a cake turner and place one 
in each holder. With a pastry tube pipe 
a border of mayonnaise around each. 

Hard-boiled eggs for cold service 
admit of great variety. They are served 
either whole or in halves, and in either 
case the yolk may be removed and 
mixed with any preferred ingredient, 
then replaced as a stuffing. 

When serving: whole the stuffed ege 
is masked with slightly stiffened mayon- 
naise, 50 that it has the appearance of 
not having been cut. The _ elaborate 
decorations are embedded in this outer 
covering and the whole thing mounted 
for serving in some attractive way. 

A thin slice of Bermuda: onion, one 
ring removed from the center, makes a 
bufficient hollow in which to set an egg, 
and a thick piece of cucumber, scoopéd 
out to form a little nest, is another bit 
of variety which is appetizing . and 
pretty. Half an egg can be served in 
similar fashion, the stuffed yolk rounded 
well above the white and surrounded 
with a ring of closely set capers. 


Halves of stuffed eggs set in aspi¢ 
are good eating. Have as many patty 
tins as there are halves of eggs. Barely 
cover the bottom of each tin with 
liquid aspic and lay in one of the egg 
halves, cut Side down. Fit a thin piece 
of cold ham around this so that it will 
serve as a background for the egg when 
reversed. A few bits of smoked salmon 
ean be used in the same way. 

Cover with the remaining jelly, cool 
thoroughly and turn each on to a let- 
tuce leaf. If the patty tins are wet 
when the first layer of. aspic is poured 
in the mold will turn out in perfect 
shape.

The modern race of golfers 
is considerably caimer and more economi- 
cal in the expenditure of its energy. The 
old St. Andrews swing is not extensively 
practised at the present time, and even 
the men who learnt it in its native fast- 
ness and afterward went out to win 


ever since. Braid, however, is a wonder 


in his way of. wielding a club. He does

“I believe that the machinery of gov- 
ernment should be so extended as to 
bring the relations of capital and labor 
under the supervision of the public au- 
thorities to the extent that the public 
interest requires. 

“And the first interest not only of the 
public, but primarily of the workmen 
themselves, is the elimination from poli- 
tics of the agitator with arbitrary power, 
the bringing about of honest representa- 
tion of fhe splendid body of skilled work- 
men of this commonwealth, who, if really 
organized, would represent nearly the 
whole electorate, and to give voice to the 
men who work with their hands rather 
than their mouths.”

POLL SHOWS 724 BANKS FOR 
~ CENTRAL BANK AND BRANCHES 


NEW YORK~—Replies to the number of 
1227 have been received by the National 
Surety Company of New York to the 
questions asked in its poll of banks and 
trust companies on the Owen-Glass cur- 
rency bill. 

As to the wisdom of currency legisla- 
tion at the present time, national bank 
replies to date are 717 ayes and 447 noes. 

Banks to the number of 521 believe 
that the presen’ bill as a whole is a step 
in the right direction, but 623 banka 
trink otherwise. 

An almost unanimous response in favor 


ef amending the till is given. Absolute | 


government control of the federal reserve 
is objected to by 1140 banks and ap- 
proved by 51. 

The vote for a central bank with 
branches is 724 ayes and 300 noes. 

Asked if it is wise and safe to place 
vast powers, as is proposed, in the hands 
of an appointed federal reserve board, 
1108 banks answer no and 71 yes, 

The proposed scheme of refunding 2 
per cent: bonds into 3 per cent bonds. 
without the circulating privileges, is 
satisfactory to 905 banks, but not to 232. 

The rediscount provisions of the meas- 
ure satisfy 242 banks’ but are objected 
to by 840. ; t, 
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board’s declaration. The committee at- 
tacked as illogical and too prevalent the 
building of utility enterprises on bor- 
rowed capital, in which promoters share 
too largely. 

“A tottering concern should be saved 
by its stockholders and not by its rate 
payers,” they asserted, “and stockholders 
unwilling to contribute to reorganization 
shouid be forced to abandon their prop- 
erty.” 

Issue of securities beyond the property 
value were termed a fraud. 

Commissioner Marble of the interstate 
commerce commission and Commissioner 
Barrow of the Louisiana commission 
joined with George Anderson of Massa- 
chusetts in opposing the resolution of- 
fered by Laurence B, Finn of the Ken- 
tuckvy commission for federal authority 
in intrastate railroad affairs. The resolu- 
tion, defeated by one vote, follows: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
National Association of Railway Com- 
missioners that the authority granted by 
the federal constitution to Congress to 
regulate. commerce among the states is 
plenary and complete, and that said au- 
thority should be exercised by the federal 
government without hindrance from the 
authorities of the several states, and that 
the reservations of power not delegated 
to the federal government, but reserved 
to the states, authorize each of the sev- 
eral states to as fully and completely 
regulate commerce carried on wholly 
within each state, and that said author- 
ity should be exercised by each state gov- 
ernment without hindrance from the fed- 
eral government. 

“There are three reasons why we 
should not adopt this resolution,” said 
Mr. Anderson. ‘First, it is ambiguous. 
Second, many would construe it as a 
declaration of war by states against the 
federal government. We need coopera- 
tion between the states and the federal 
government. Third, we will be misunder- 
stood if we go on record in this way.” 

Members of the interstate commerce 
commission voted with Mr. Anderson. 
Commissioner Marble said: “The develop- 
ment of our transportation must be by 
adoption of what we have at hand, not 
by théoretical destruction and _ recon- 
struction. We want _— effectiveness 
through harmony and uniformity or we 
will have state commissions opposing 
each other in their effort to affect inter- 
state commer¢e.”’ 

Mr. Finn, who is vice-president of the 
association, offered his resolution, fol- 
lowing tbe reading of his paper entitled: 

“Should Congress extend the power of 
the federal government to the regulation 
of intrastate rates.” 

He discussed the expediency of im- 
posing upon the interstate commerce 
commission the additional duty of regu- 
lating intrastate rates and whether the 
federal government under the constitu- 
tion has this authoriy. 

The contest over border conditions 
was brought out by George A. Henshaw 
of Oklahoma, who said that if the state 
rates are too low the railroad should be 
compelled to contest them, whereas if 
the state rates are reasonable the inter- 
state rates should be brought down to 
their level. 

The convention adopted the resolution 
of Martin S. Decker of New York for the 
organization of a commission consisting 
of one member from each state, chosen 
by the state commission, to consider 
plans for making ‘4nterstate express 
rates uniform and in harmony with the 
new interstate rates recently established 
by the interstate commerce commission. 

The committee on time and place of 
next meeting recommended Nov. 11, 
1914, at Washington, and San Francisco 
for 1915.

But the accents of Manon, of Butterfly 
and even of Cherubino are still heard in 
the voice. The selections in English at 
he end of the program brought the singer 
of a year ago back into evidence. The 
voice still has the pathos and the laughter, 
it still has. the exquisite comedy which 
have won it the highest triumphs on the 
operatic stage. 

On second thought the enthusiasts could 
not have been surprised that their artist 
returned with an altered style of singing, 
with beauty of tone as her ideal and with 
a new repertory mastered. For Miss 
Farrar has never been knowr to stand 
still on past successes or to be contented 
with a special field. Her interest in music 
transcends her interest in applause. And 
she knows how unsubstantial is the hold 
of a particular school of interpretation 
on the favor of the public. She must 
have seen that there was to be a reaction 
against the kind of lyric soprano singing 
that is based on mere declamation and 
on a gray scheme of vocal color. 

She has not waited for the reaction to 


come; she leads it. On Tuesday she set 


the singing fabhion which all enterprising 
sopranos of New England will be likely 
to take up with what haste their studio 
and “coaching” opportunities allow them.

IFOUR EXPRESS 
COMPANIES NET 
EARNINGS LESS 


NEW YORK—On sie capitalization 
of $63,964,400, the four big express com- 
panics—Adams, American, United States 
and Wells-Fargo—-last fiscal year earned 
| $6,196,401, or 9.68 per cent; in preceding 
year, $8,428,860, or 13.17 per cent. Of 
amount produced last year $5,766,520, or 
about 93 per cent, was paid to stock- 
holders. In 1912 $6,366,520 was disbursed, 
decrease being explained bysnon-payment 
of dividends by United States Express. 
The latter had been paying 6 per cent. 

While, with the exception of United 
States Express, the companies showed 
gains in 1913 receipts and in operating 
revenue after deduction of operating 
privilege payment to railroads, in each 
instance the increase in expenses brought 
decreases in net. 

The trend of expenses is explained by 
increased cost of labor and materials, in- 
creased office staffs to condttct internal 
business in keeping with reforms insti- 
tuted by the commerce commission, and 
the new competition—the parcel post. 
Together, the four companies divide 92 
per cent of express transportation busi- 
hess. 

Only two companies, Wells-Fargo and 
United States, reported a surplus for the, 
vear, and United States was enabled to do 
it because it had deferred dividends. Had 
it met this requirement, deficit would 
have been slightly larger than that of 
1912. Yet the showing of this company 
Was exceedingly good, considering that 
had not the new management taken ex- 
penditures in hand right at the start of 
the current calendar vear present surplus 
would have been changed to a deficit of 
some $400,000, and that would not lave 
included payment of dividends. 

In a large measure the other companies 
have been as successful as United States 
Express. in curtailing expenses, while 
taking such othér measures as tended to 
increase cfliciency. It is safe to assume 
now, cven while actual figures may not 
be to hand, that the companies, one and 
all, have regained control of expenses and 
are in a position to devote more attention 
to service.

NEW YORK-—J. M. Hannaford, presi- 
dent of the Northern Pacific Railway 
Company, who was in town last week 
received from his St. Paul office the es- 
timated results for September. They 
ure decidedly more favorable than the 
August tigures for most of the roads 
indicated would be realized for last 
month. In exhibiting the telegram con- 
taining the statement, Mr. Hannaford 
said that he thought the management | 
might be pardoned for manifesting 
pride over the results. 

The statement reflects an increase of | 


$380,000 in gross earnings and of $222,- | 
000 jn. the net revenue from operation. 
| In commenting upon the decrease of $24,- 
‘000 in the charges for maintenance of 
way and structures, Mr. Hannaford ex- 
plained that the extraordinary improve- 
ments for the present calendar year 
were brought pretty well to a close in 
August, and that consequently less mon- 
ey was paid out for this purpose in 
September. 

The comprehensive program of im- 
provement work was begun earlier in 
1913 than in 1912, and therefore less was 
done in September of this year than in 
the same month a vear ago. Weather 
conditions, of course, do not interfere 
with the repair of cars and locomotives, 
and for this reason the work on them is 
being continued on a large scale and 
caused the increase of $115,000 in the 
allowance for maintenance and equip- 
ment. 

Mr. Hannaford called special attention 
to the fact that the cost of conducting 
transportation was only $57,000 more 
than in September, 1912. This is a con- 
siderably smaller increase for “this item 
than has been reported by the Northern 
Pacific for some months. The president | & 
thought that in view of the increase of 
$339,000 in gross earnings, the expansion 
of only $57,000 in the cost of handling 
the materially larger volume of business 
was particularly gratifying and note- 
worthy. 

In speaking of trafic conditions inthe 
Northern Pacific’s territory Mr. Hanna- 
ford said: “Business in our country is 
holding up very well. The wheat crop 
was not as Jarge as it was in 1912, but I 
believe the farmers will realize as much 
for their grain this year as they did last.

Out of earnings and in- 
come derived from the property, Southern 
Pacific pays all expenses and taxes in- 
curred in its operation and maintenance, 
as wéll as current interest and sinking 
‘fund requirements. Each year Southern 
pays Central the balance, if any, of net 
earnings or income received, unless the 
balance in any year exceeds 6 per cent on 
the capital stock of the Central, in which 
case half the excess is retained by South- 
ern. Central has been turning substan- 
into ~Southern Pacific’s 
treasury.

It would be stated that prior to 1910

The preferred dividend in 
1909 amounted to $4,992,107 and in 1998 
to $5,240,652. It will be seen that South- 
ern Pacific in each year with the excep- 
tion of 1908 earned more than its 6 per 
cent dividend requirement, without the 
payment from Central Pacific, the aver- 
age for five years on its common stock 
being 6.95 per cent. 

It should, of course, be noted that if 
Southern Pacific received $100,000,000 for 
the Central Pacific and did not distribute 
this as an extra, interest from this sum 
if invested would amount to a substan- 
tial figure. Even at 4 per cent it would 
bring in to Southern Pacific $4,000,000 a 
year, which would compensate in large 
measure for loss of the Central Pacific 
investment. Of course traffic complica- 
tions might cut down Southern’s earn- 
ings but these effects are only conjec- 
tural.

The Ohio Mechanics Institute at Cin- 
cinnati has a long and interesting his- 
tory, for it was founded in 1828, the 
charter being granted in 1829. It was 
to be an institute to advance “the best 
interests of mechanics, manufacturers 
and artisans, by the more general diffu- 
sion of useful knowledge in these impor- 
tant classes of the community.” The 
school of design, established in 1856, is 
said to have been the starting point for 
the splendid art academy and the mu- 
seum of art at Eden park, through the 
MeMicken art school. Ingtruction in 
applied art has been continued in the 
Institute ever since. The department of 
commerce requires a course in the his- 
tory of commerce, and in commercial 
geography and equipment. Study of 
ancient history and modern history is 
required of all students in mechanics, 
architecture, sciences and industrial art. 
Political economy and business law are 
other subjects required, including study 
of the production and distribution of 
wealth.

Venezuela, touched at the present Porto 
Bello. Columbus himself in 1502 coasted 
along from Almirante bay to Porto Bello 
bay, where he planted a colony called 
‘Nombre de Dios in November, ‘according 
to a statement, in the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica. Washington Irving shows them 
coasting about the region rather indeti- 
‘mitely and wondering at the curious huts 
which the natives built in the trees. The 
colony fell before the Indians almost at 
“once but was restablished in 1510 by Diego 
‘de Nicuessa, governor of the new province 
of Castilla del Oro. This included what 
-is now Nicaragua, Costa Rica and Pana- 
ma. Ojeda had planted a colony at 
Nueva Andalucia where is now Carta-

SELDoM has rung out upon the country a 
more cheerful note of optimism than that 
struck by President Schurman of Cornell 
University in an address at the dedication of 
a new Young Men’s Christian Association 
building at Watertown, N. Y., a few, days 
ago. A close and an experienced observer 
of American youth as it ripens into manhood, 
he finds as the result of his observations 
every reason for rejoicing in the outlook. 
Young men of’the period, as he sees them, are more devoted to social 
service than he has ever found them to be before. He discovers 
greater willingness than ever before on the part of young men to 
give themselves to any cause seeking the welfare of humanity. There 
is a pronounced disposition among them to give themselves to others, 
‘a pronounced evidence of disinterested devotion to the improvement 
of social conditions. And all this notwithstanding that the young 
men of the period are, perhaps, as bent as they have been at any 
time in the past, on making a success of themselves. 

President Schurman is more mindful of the practical side of 
life in dealing with the ethical and altruistic than are most of those 
who undertake to give expression to the idealism and to justify the 
optimism that is in them. He has evidently considered the many 
young men who at one time or another have been led by emotion 
and sentiment to “try” the settlement and social center only to find 

~out that rewards were slow in coming. He finds that social service 

may be entirely compatible with the carrying on of ordinary pur- 
suits, and he says in explanation: “What I mean is that, in addition 
to this motive (the motive which prompts the young man to seek 
personal success), and qualifying it, there goes in a very marked 
degree the desire to render disinterested service to the community 
along with a feeling of responsibility for its welfare and improve- 
nent.” After taking cognizance of all the, motives and impulses, 
and weighing them—nothing extenuating and nothing exaggerating 
-—he is able to reach the conviction that 20 or 30 years from now 
will be seen the fruit of this humanitarian devotion in social forms 
and improvements. “The spirit of altruism,” he says, “is the first 
distinguishing mark of the most earnest young men of the rising 
generation,” and it has this advantage over the altruism of their 
fathers, that it demands larger interpretation and more generous 
application. “Religion,” he concludes, “is likely to have a larger 
influence on the rising generation than it has had for the last 30 or 
40 years.” There are many who wil differ from him in this only 
_on the score of positiveness. They will hold that all the indications 
point to a certainty where he is content with a probability.

Port Director BANcRoFr has returned 
from Europe with a contract, signed by 
Ikuropean steamship lines now entering the 
port of Boston, which insures the city an 
income from the dry dock projected by the 
port directors early in their task. The direc- 
tors will set about building this dock as soon 
as the necessary steps of ratification have 
been taken by higher state officials. The 
European companies have so long desired 
something of the kind for the great fleets crossing the North Atlantic 
that any reasonable proposition put before them was likely to be 
accepted. Boston, of course, will profit much by the construction 
and operation of this indispensable adjunct of every considerable 
port; but so will other cities up and down the coast. Boston’s initia- 
tive and enterprise will doubtless have their due reward, pecuniary 
and otherwise. A terminal with a dry dock handy is sure to win 
additional ship lines, at the same time that it holds such as already 
use the port. 
| Boston’s renaissance of interest in port development already has 
tangible results to show for all the forethought and labor that have 
followed the revival ideal as preached by the Chamber of Commerce, 
the City Club and the port directors. The Commonwealth pier, the 
new fishing industry headquarters, and several new passenger, and 
freight lines to Europe already indicate that a new and brighter 
day has come. Add to these a splendid dry dock, extensive addi- 
tions to the wharf area, concessions from the railway companies as 
to transfer of freight and passengers, a wider and deeper channel 
to the sea and sufficient direct water routes through the Panama 
canal to Pacific ports, and the Boston of a decade hence will astonish 
persons aware of the relative apathy and indifference existing when 
the new century opened.

In return the company demands 
only a reasonable rate of interest upon the investment, while it sells 
all goods at prices which leave a margin just sufficient to pay for 
their handling. | 
In the San Francisco enterprise provision will be made for 
both cash and credit sales. The employees, that is, may, if they 
choose, have goods charged to ‘their account. Thus three systems 
long known to corporate employees, the paternal, the cooperative 
and the truck, are, as it were, merged into one, but the first and 
szast have been, of course, refined to meet modern sentiment and 
modern conditions. The company in San Francisco undertakes to

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help its employees with the understanding on both sides that the 
arrangement shall be mutually beneficial. There is no offensive 
patronage on one side‘ on the other, transactions are to be on a 
purely business basis. Unlike the truck system of other days, the 
credit system here involves no exorbitant charges for supplies and 
amounts only to such a measure of accommodation as is extended 
by merchants to customers everywhere. 

Three supply stores are to be started to begin with; others will 
be opened if necessary. As there are to be no profits there will be 
no dividends. The advantage of dealing with these stores will lie 
altogether in the low prices at which goods may be purchased. In 
a traction company there are always changes among the employees, 
so that maintenance of a continuous cooperative membership would 
be impossible. The benefits, therefore, are to be distributed in sales 
day by day, and this seems like a Very sensible arrangement. The 
point emphasized by the San Francisco project is that employers 
and employees alike in all parts of the country, and, in fact in all 
parts of the world, are seeing the need of taking extraordinary meas- 
ures for overcoming upward tendencies in the cost of living.

The greater sobriety and restraint of today as compared with 
the assertiveness and belligerency of the earlier period are due no 
doubt to the teachings of experience. A war that began with the 
chivalric impulse to better Cuban conditions has carried the United 
States into Asia, has fundamentally transformed the national foreign 
policy, and has cost the nation millions in governing dependencies. 
Both people and journalists have discovered that it always is easier 
to begin a war than it is to confine it to the field of combat originally 
marked out by statesmen and by military commanders. The brief 
combat with Spain and its sequelae have done more to teach this 
truth to the United States than the four years of civil strife did 
from 1861 to 1865. 

Moreover, just at the present moment, conditions in the world 
of high finance, capitalism, credit and industry are such as to force 
‘a conservative attitude upon leaders of public opinion who often are

other. The world’s fluid capital is falling far short of the world’s 
present governmental, industrial and social needs. Vast economic 
wastes of recent wars are contributing to a money stringency that 
Wall street feels acutely. .

THE United States of America is associated 
in the thought of people in many parts of 
the world, who know little of it in other 
respects, with the tin can. And there is a 
reason for it, for the United States leads all 
nations in the canning or tinning industry. 
Tin cans bearing an American label may be 
found everywhere. It is hardly to be won- 
dered at then that the production of. tin cans 
in the United States is estimated at 1,000,- 
000,000 annually. What is to be wondered. at, however, is that 
while the empty tin cans are utilized in the industries of many other 
countries, greatly cheapening production in some of them, they are, 
generally speaking, wasted in the United States. 

Until within a decade or so empty tin cans were employed as 
material in the manufacture of other articles only in the far east. 
Throughout a considerable part of Asia the cans were collected and 
sold to makers of numerous small articles, both for use and for 
ornament. In Persia, Syria and other countries of the near and 
farther Orient, according to consular reports, artisans have become 
very adept in the transforming of American tin cans into salable 
articles. But in these latter years some of the European countries, 
and especially those engaged in the manufacture of toys and the 
smaller articles generally, have begun to use all the material of this 
kind they can get. The can that goes out from the United States 
fiiled with frujt, or meat, or soup, or corn, or anything else, is likely 
tc be on the high seas coming back at this season of the year in 
the form of a mechanical toy for the Christmas holidays. 

But in this respect as in many others, the United States is too 
busy with big things to bother with the little ones. There is so 
much raw material constantly on hand that it would hardly pay to 
engage in the transformation of tin that has once been used. Yet 
few things are more certain than that the United States will some 
day be as careful in the matter of collecting and utilizing so-called 
waste as any of the other nations. Already, in fact, it has turned 
from its careless and extravagant ways in many respects, and judg- 
ing from reports of cities in which garbage is properly cared for, 
the tin can is not always thrown away even now.

Because the latest figures adduced apparently establish con- 
fidence in the enterprise of American exporters it 1s not wholly to 
be inferred that the increase of 183 per cent in ten years ts due 
solely to United States effort. As a matter of fact the purchasing 
power of nations like Argentina, Brazil, Chile and other countries 
to the south is today many times more than what it was a decade 
ago. The constant inflow of immigration, the vast amounts of raw 
niaterials shipped elsewhere, the building of railroads and the desire 
for more comfortable environments have all been factors for the 
absorbing of many million dollars’ worth of goods south of the Rio 
Grande. In spite of some hesitancy on the part of certain leading 
manufacturers to go after trade southward, this trade has virtually 
come north of its own account. The merchants of South and Cen- 
tral America apparently feel that the United States is a natural 
shopping mart for them. This being the case, more and more indus- 
trial concerns see that there is profit in meeting the others on their 
own ground. Salesmen speaking Spanish now travel in Central 
and South America by the dozen, where formerly it was an excep- 
tion to meet one such who could speak aught but his own English. 
The lesson has not been lost that courtesy pays, and the day is appar- 
ently gone by when a business letter from South America, written 
in the vernacular, is replied to in the language, which obtains in 
Chicago, Boston, San Francisco. Stenographers who read and write 
Spanish fluently are in demand in business houses in the north. 
Trade with the southern continent is no longer looked upon as a 
side issue but as something really worth the trouble of going after. 

What the growth in American exports will be during the 1913- 
1923 period ahead there is no telling. However much manufac- 
turers from now on may wish to engage in the trade to the south- 
ward, it-is to be‘remembered that every industrial nation in the 
world has the like ambition. Nearness may mean a great deal to 
the United States. This and the aim to give the best for the. least 
money possible may tell a wonderful story a decade hence. 


PRESIDENT WILSON will be thanked all over the United States, 
we suppose, for adhering to the rule fixing Thanksgiving day on the 
last Thursday in November. Thanksgiving day should not be 
entangled with any other day, no matter what the temptation to 
enter into a ‘combination. 


THE report of the committee on certification 
and training, A. Lincoln Filene of Boston, 
chairman, submitted lasf week to the National 
Society for the Promotion of Industrial Edu- 
cation, at its meeting in Grand Rapids, Mich., 
contained matter worthy of consideration 
throughout the entire educational field: The 
sole object of certification, it set forth, is to 
insure a wise selection of teachers for the | 
service of the state. This is putting it with . 
sufficient clearness, and.it paves the way nicely for the statement 
following: ‘The present practise of selecting teachers by means of 
the written examination does not adequately measure the qualifica- 
tions which vocational schools are demanding of their teachers. 
Methods involving more practical tests must be devised to supple- 
ment the written examination.” 

While it may follow and while, perhaps, it does follow in the 
majority of cases, that the person complying with the demands of 
a written examination is competent to meet practical tests, the 
demands upon the examining body are such that there should never 
be any doubt about it. Vocational training, as the report states, 
demands of teachers experience in the trades they teach. They must 
be qualified practically—beyond anything’ colleges or normal schools 
can do for them—if they are going to impart anything of real value 
to their pupils. There are always exceptions, but so much depends 
upon the efhciency of the teaching body that only the rule may 
safely be kept in view. 

While the report referred to has a special bearing on vocational 
training, it might without much effort be applied to the certification 
of all teachers, and it might, with equal ease, be applied to written 
examinations of pupils. Great doubt is entertained in many quar- 
ters as to the utility and wisdom of the present syste of examina- 
ticns in schools and colleges, entrance and general. To many it 
would seem that it is at the point of examination that most mav be 
revealed and discovered regarding the qualities and qualifications of 
the person under examination, while it is at this particular period 
that the artificial is most likely to be substituted for the natural with 
the result that traits and talents are often hidden or misrepresented, 
The Grand Rapids 
report should lead to a serious inquiry into the whole subject of 
examinations.
